New Y(*rk, Jane 9 .—As tlie gu est of 
honor at the Hotel Astor of the Pro­ 
du ce Exchange and the Interstate Cot­ 
tonseed C ru shers’ association.

The sou therners banged the tables, 
cheered every sentence of the presi­ 
dent, and rose at the end pf his speech 
to give a thu nderou s "ave” when one 
of their nu m ber pu t the qu estion, “Are 
we with the president?” 
Mr. T aft’s appeal to the cotton men 
was characteristically direct.

them he thou ght that reciprocity with 
Canada wou ld be good bu siness for 
them, that it wou ld help them rather 
than Inju re, ju st as it wou ld benefit 
rather than inju re the farmers of the 
cou ntry. 
He asked them to get after 
their senators and let these legislators 
u nderstand what their wishes were. 
The president explained also that the 
farm ers’ free list shou ld not be tacked 
as an am endm ent onto the Canadian 
reciprocity bill, for the reason that it 
had 
no 
relevancy, and 
becau se it 
wou ld drive away from the reciprocity 
bill enou gh votes to defeat the pro­ 
posed agreem ent with Canada. 
Du ring the afternoon President Taft 
saw perhaps 150,000 Brooklyn Su nday 
school children, who were ou t cn their 
annu al parade, and, what was ju st as 
important, they saw him. He streaked 
throu gh miles of Brooklyn streets and 
wou nd u p ju st before du sk at the 
Bay 
Ridge home of the Crescent Athletic 
clu b in time for a lacrosse match and 
tea. 
He needed the tea, for it had 
been a du sty trip.

al w ar claim, dating back to 18 62, 
which amou nted to abou t $360,000. Mr. 
Foster, as attorney for the claimant, 
is u nderstood to have received a fee 
amou nting to abou t $1S0,000. 
The committee, after considering 
Mr. F oster’s requ est, instru cted Rep­ 
resentative Hamlin of Missou ri, its 
chairman, to inform Mr. Foster the 
committee cou ld make no promise, bu t 
wou ld investigate the affair whenever 
it saw fit to do so.

This Ilezekiah, whose name signifies 
“the strength of Jehovah,” was one of 
the best kings th at reigned over the 
kingdom of Judah. 
In the sixth year 
of his reign the king of Assyria car­ 
ried the ten tribes into captivity, as 
we shall learn more fully in next 
week’s lesson (ll Kings xix, 10-12). 
The king of Assyria threatened to do 
to Judah as he had done to Israel and 
wrote a 
blasphemous letter which 
Ilezekiah spread before the Lord, and 
lie and the prophet Isaiah prayed and 
cried to heaven, and the Lord sent an 
angel who smote iii one night 185,000 
of the Assyrian arm y (TI Kings xix. 
SS; II Chron, xxxii, 19*21). 
Ahaz, the father of Ilezekiah, had 
done very wickedly. 
Ile worshiped 
other gods, cut in pieces the vessels of 
the house of God, shut up the doors of 
tile house of the Lord and made him 
altars in every corner of Jerusalem 
and in the cities of Judah. 
Therefore 
the Lord did bring Judah low because 
of him (II Chron, xxviii, 19-25). 
Ilezekiah in the first month of the 
first year of his reign opened the doors 
of the house of the Lord and repaired J 
them and set the priests and Levites J 
a t work to cleanse the temple, which 1 
they did in sixteen days. 
Then they J 
offered sin offerings unto the Lord for ' 
all Israel, and burnt offerings, and I 
thank offerings, and worshiped the 
Lord with gladness. 
“So the service 
of the house of the Lord was set in 
order, and Ilezekiah rejoiced, and all 
the people, th at God had prepared the 
people, for the thing was done sud­ 
denly” (chapter xxix, 3, 17, 24, 27. 31, 
86). 
The regular time to keep the Pass­ 
over in the first month being past be­ 
cause of the time it took to cleanse 
the temple, it was determined to keep 
it in the second month, as was per­ 
m itted in the law (Num. ix, 9-11). 
Proclamation 
was 
therefore 
made 
throughout all Israel from Dan to 
Beersheba th at they should come to 
keep the Passover unto the Lord God 
of Israel at Jerusalem , for it was a 
long time since the feast had been 
kept (verses 1-5). 
The last of which 
we have a record was in the days of 
Joshua, when at Gilgal they kept It 
upon entering the land (Josh, v, IO). 
Before th at there is a record of only 
tw o Passovers, one in Egypt and one a 
year later at Sinai. 
A fter the time of our lesson we have 
only a record of two more in the Old 
Testam ent, the great one of Josiah 
and the one in the days of Ezra at 
the dedication of the temple after the 
return from Babylon (ll Chron, xxiv, 
IS; Ez. vi, 19-22). 
We can scarcely 
think that these were the only Pass­ 


overs kept, but these sjx are the only 
ones recorded. 
If we Include the one 
that the Lord Jesus 
greatly desired 
lo keep with his disciples (Luke xxii), 
then we ftave a record of just seven 
great Pits silvers. 
O f the lessons for 
o u r^owu souls let us never forget the 
words, “When I see the blood I will 
pass over you,” 
It was not the blood 
mid something else, but simply and 
only the applied blood of the slain 
lamb that gave safety. 
See Lev. xvii, 
ll; neb. ix, 22; Ber. i, 5, 6; v, 9. IO; 
vil, 14; Eph. i, 7. 
Nothing can by any means add to 
the safety which is ours in Christ Je­ 
sus, but because of it may the Lord 
grant us a great appetite for the Lamb, 
and as tie lived by the Father may 
we, eating Him, live by Ifiin (John vi, 
57). 
This call to all Israel to turn to 
the Lord might truly bo spoken of as 
a last call to Hie ten tribes, for six 
years later they were carried captive 
by the king of Assyria. 
As the posts 
passed .from 
city 
to city 
through 
Ephraim and Manasseh, even unto Ze­ 
bulon, some laughed them to scorn 
and mocked them, but some humbled 
themselves and clime to Jerusalem 
(verses IO, ll). 
Verse 12 seems to 
teach that God can bless only those 
who are willing that Ile sl*>uld lay Ills 
hand upon them for good. 
Until Ile shall come again in power 
and glory we cannot expect anything 
different from Acts xxviii, 24, “Some 
believed, 
and 
some 
believed 
not.” 
W heat aud tares will grow together 
until the end of the age. 
Notwith­ 
standing the rebellious ones a very 
great congregation assembled at Jeru­ 
salem to keep the Passover (verse 13). 
They cleansed the city of idolaters 
and killed the Passover and kept the 
feast not only for seven days, but so 
great was their joy because they had 
truly turned to the Lord and Ile had 
so blessed them that they kept the 
feast for another seven days. 
There 
was greater joy in Jerusalem than had 
been since the days of Solomon. 
Hezekiah spake comfortably or to 
the heart of all the Levites that taught 
the good knowledge of the Lord (verse 
22, margin), and so he was greatly used 
of God in this revival. 
The Bible is 
a heart book, from the heart of God 
to the hearts of His, people (Isa. xl, I, 
2, margin), and if His word does not 
reach our hearts with comfort and 
strength we should pray, “Give Thy 
servant a hearing heart” (I Kings Hi, 
9, margin). W hat a splendid record of 
this king is found in chapter xxxl, 20, 
21, “He wrought that which was good 
and right and truth before the Lord 
his God. * * * He did It with all 
his heart and prospered.” 


Loth in his heart and Ilf*1

known interview with the risen Lord 
he ’ifid been called upon three times to 
answer the question
